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a Location: Ths Gdynia military airfield lies in the angle formed by the 
coast of the Gulf of Danzig on ome side and the so-called "Hexengrund" 
("Witches Valley") on the other. The Hexengrund runs from the torpedo 
experimental station, built in the sea, to Gdyaia and the harbor. The 
aiffield is about two kilometers from the torpedo experimental station 
and about one kilometer from the coast of the Gulf of Danzig. 


2 Ynstallations (S20 key to attached wap for detailed description of tnstal- 
lations): The runways, approaches, and buildings of this former Germaa 
airfield were sevarely damaged during the war. The installations remained 
in ruins until 1946,when the Poles brought in German PWe to do recon. 
struction work. The technical equipment for the reconstruction work was 
very poor, machines were available only for the mixing of cement md 
asphalt. Nowevor, (iE the runaways were 25X1X 
cempletely operational, and only part of the approaches s%ill had to be 
repaired. Presumably the work bas since been completed for all PWa were 
gent to warsaw in the fall of 21948. 


3. . Streets lead from the city and the Hexengrund to the airfield. In addition 
there ie a cement road which connects the most important installations 
in the airfield, A narrow gauge railway, whose spure were rebuilt by the 
PWa, coanecte the Hexengrund with the airfield end Gdynia harbor. However, 
in December 1947 several sections of tha line had not yet been repaired, 
and the construction battalion was working on some locomotives, most of 
which were not ready for age. 1X :

* ware rarely more than twenty planes on the field at a time. Russian 
fighter planes, used as training planes, participated in what szurce 
described as considerable flying activity. in addition, a British type 
plane (Verkehrewachina ), resembling a Douglas, ladded daily at the Gdynia 
airfield. Planes were not parked in the hengars at night mae were left on 


or near the cement aprons. 
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Personnel doing reconstruction work: Five hundred PWs worked on ihe repair 
of the airfield. Ali but seventy of these were moved to Warsaw in Docender 
1947, and the remaining seventy followei in the fall of 1948. In adaition

the PWe. a Polish construction battalion worked in units of various 


aise. Reconstruction work was uder the direction of an aireorps colonel. 
His brother, an enginesr, superrived the technical work.

The former torpedo experimental station, dating from the time of the 
German occupation. This ia a large, almost equare building, built over 
the vater and connected to the shore by a 200 neter long Oridge which 
rests on piles. The station, severly damaged during the war, vas almost 
completely demolished by the German PWs in the winter of 1946/1947. Up 
to December 1947 there were no indications that the installation was to 
be rebuilt, 


The ruine of three buildings which epparently were used fer military 
purposse by the Hazis. 


Approximately ten pillboxes, aug into the rather steep slepes on both 
Sides of the Hexepgrund and well cemented. These pillbozes have bean 
bummed out and in part destroyed. They are connected with the rellway 
line and apparently were used as aumition depots.
